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OHIO CANAL SYSTEM 


Proposition to Abandon It Raises a 
Storm of Protest In Many 
Quarters. 


LOCALOPTIONBILLCHANCED 


State Com m ission to Investigate the 
Subject 
of 
Tuberculosis— Opposi­ 
tion to Corporation T ax M easures 
Grow ing in Strength Daily. 


Columbus. 
Feb. 
12.—(Special.)— 
fine evident purpose ot the legislature 
to abandon the entire * anal system of 
the state, with the possible exception 
of that portion of the Miami aud Erie 
beiween Dayton and Cincinnati, has 
ra-iseti a storm of protest which was 
unexpected. 
It was realized that the 
members of the board of public works 
and all of the board employes would 
Vigorously resist the measure, but ad­ 
ded to their innumerable number, an 
army of manufacturers whose plants lie 
along the canals and depend upon the 
.water for power, have taken up the 
(cudgel of war. 
“If you wipe out the canals, you wipe 
us out with them and throw thousands 
of men out of employment. 
We rep­ 
resent 140.000,000 oi capital and must 
be respected,” is the burden of their 
complaint, and it has something of 
meat and matter for serious consider­ 
ation in it. 
In response to this contention the 
advocates of canal abandonment say: 
“Every advance is met by objection 
and some one must be hurt. The own­ 
ers of omnibuses and five and ten mile 
road-houses raised the same cry fifty 
years ago when the steam railroad 
came in. 
But there is no one would 
.want the railroad abolished today. The 
canals for years have been annually 
costing the state $150,000 more than 
Ahey earned, and it is only the part of 
good 
business judgment that they 
should be given up. 
Why should the' 
state maintain a department that is 
of no use and makes the tax-payers go 
deep into their pockets every year?, 
They have got to go, and now is as 
good a time as any.” 
This question promises to be the 
more serious and stubbornly contested 
one of the session. No measure is of 
more importance, or more directly af­ 
fects the Interests of the people. 
For 
years the canals have been looked upon 
as an established institution, and out­ 
side of weak objections now and then 
there has never been movement of suf­ 
ficient character lo give it character, 
looking to their abandonment until 
nowr. 
The first glimpse that anything 
could be done came through a notice 
that Attorney 
General 
Sheet's 
was 
drafting a bill, which would be pre­ 
sented 
by 
Painter, of Wood, doing 
away with them root and branch. This 
information was followed by the par­ 
tial appropriation bill in which no 
provision for the payment of the sala­ 
ries of the board members, the chief 
engineer, the canal commissioners and 
office force was made after May lo, 
reflecting very clearly the purpose of 
the 
state 
administration 
and 
tho 
(finance committee of the legislature. 
tint severe as this was upon the higher 
officials in canaldom it is now found 
that it hits even harder the canal super­ 
intendents, collectors, lock-tenders and 
foremen, a company of some 200 men. 
These employes are paid out of what 
is known as the “repair and improve­ 
ment fund of the public works depart­ 
ment.” There is in this fund at pres­ 
ent atxmt $18,000, and every dollar of 
this will be needed to pay outstanding 
bills and the February 15th payroll. 
Therefore there being 
no 
provision 
made for more money, these men will 
be forced to suspend operations on the 
fifteenth of the month, in the dead of 
winter, and remain idle until at least j 
some definite action in the canal mat­ 
ter Is taken. 
If later it is decided to 
continue the water-ways and an ap­ 
propriation for their care and main­ 
tenance is made, they can return to 
worts. 
* • •

may De forced to accept an amendment 
to their original bill before it comes 
to a final vote in the legislature. The 
original bill provides for the removing 
of saloons from wards aud municipali­ 
ties by the holding of elections and 
against this the cry of economy has 
been raised. To offset that alluring ap­ 
peal an amendment is under way by 
the provisions of which saloons may 
be removed from a ward or a munic­ 
ipality upon the strength of a peti­ 
tion bearing the signatures of more 
than fifty per cent, of the voters. Rep­ 
resentative Cain, of Morgan-Noble, is 
the originator of this new pplan, and 
he has impressed a sufficient number of 
members with its expediency to make 
it more than probable that the anti­ 
saloon 
leaders 
will accept It rather 
than to insist upon the original idea 
and take the chances of defeat. 
But 
there are other obstacles of a somewhat 
serious character presenting 
them­ 
selves against the bill. 
The play of 
Price, when he put in his measure to 
raise the Dow tax from $350 to $500, 
is now apparent. He hoped to secure 
the passage of tikis and then protest 
against the enactment of further liquor 
legislation, both from the standpoint 
of fairness and party expediency. This 
appeal has won a number of support­ 
ers, and the scheme to switch senti­ 
ment may not be without sufficient 
force to carry. Price is urging imme­ 
diate action on his bill and the com­ 
mittee cannot hold it much longer. 
• » • 
What looked like a simple measure 
drafted for the purpose of readjusting 
the complex 
and 
puzzling taxation 
laws of the state, turned out to be a 
plan of a number of corporations to 
defeat the bills aimed at them. 
The 
bill, which was introduced by Mr. F n^ 
eer, of Lucaa, though not of hie own 
making, provides for the creation of 
a state tax commission of three mem­ 
bers, to he appointed by the governor, 
who shall revise the taxation laws and 
report back at the next session of the 
legislature, together with such recom­ 
mendations for changes as shall sug­ 
gest themselves. 
While no man will 
deny the need of a revision In the tax­ 
ation laws, the bill, coming just at this 
time, will be opposed and 
defeated. 
It is regarded as a covert plan to side­ 
track the administration taxation bills 
and benefit the corporations. If these 
bills pass, doing away with the state 
levy, taxation, so far as it applies to 
property, personal and real, will be­ 
come simply a local question to he 
settled by each community within its- 
self. There would then be no need for 
a commission to revise the laws relat­ 
ing to state taxation. 
On the other 
hand, should Fraser's bill pass and the 
commission be created, it would not 
do to pass the administration meas­ 
ures and take from it the only work 
it would have to do. 
The idea was 
cleverly planned. Pass the bill, create 
the commission, and then say: 
“Here you have appropriated $20- 
000 to create a commission. Now don’t 
pass the other bills and take away its 
work. Let matters remain as they are 
for two years, and at the next legisla­ 
ture such changes as are needed can 
be made.” 
• • • 
Ohio. In common with many other 
states, wlllprobably during tVis ses­ 
sion of the legislature, take official ac­ 
tion on the treatment of tuberculosis, 
that dreaded and insidious disease.

Til© re­ 
searches of this society are of such a 
startling character as to seemingly de­ 
mand that something of a state charac­ 
ter be done In 
order 
that a fuller 
knowledge of the discase may be had 
and the most scientific and efficacious 
means for its cure be adopted.

fling across the marble floor, approach­ 
ed tho capitol policeman. 
“Good morning, boss." ho said in a 
sort of “I am it" air. 
“Good morning, sor,” the official re­ 
plied. 
"Ne* a bad building you got here," r.s 
he cast an inquisitive glance.around. 
“No, very good place," the obliging 
policeman replied, for capitol police 
are always obliging. "Anything I can 
do for you?” 
"Well, no. nothing you can do ex­

ation upon them. On Tuesday evening 
a meeting of the joint taxation commit­ 
tee of both the house1 and senate was 
held, a* which the representatives of a 
number of 
corporate interests were 
present and presented argumenta in 
defense 
of 
their 
stand. 
The 
bill 
which has roused the greatest storm is 
that requiring domestic corporations 
to file annual reports with the secretary 
of state on which a fee of cmo-tenth 
of one per cent of the authorized cap­ 
ital stock is to be 
charged 
It 
is 
claimed that this is unfair and in­ 
creases the taxation on corporations, 
while decreasing the taxation on part­ 
nerships and individuals, without giv­ 
ing a corresponding increase in the 
privileges enjoyed. Despite this objec­ 
tion the bill will undoubtedly pass, it 
having back of it the support of the 
Republican caucus in both branch©*, 
which is sufficient to put it through. 
• • 
• 
The oldest man in the general as­ 
sembly is the hon. William Buchtel, of 
Akron. 
He is nearly eighty and this 
is the first public office he ever held, 
though often urged to run for many. 
Though nearly a decade past the three 
score and ten allowed to men. he is 
hale and hearty, with a bright eye and 
sprightly step. 
The other day one of 
his fellow members was talking to him 
and said: “Mr. Buchtel, I understand 
you walk from your hotel to the cap­ 
ital every day. 
That’s doing pretty 
well for a man of your age.”

“and believe I can walk more miles in 
a day than you.” 
“W’ell, hardly that," the young man 
said.

an e evident purpose ot tne legislature 
to abandon tin* entire l anai system of 
the state, with the possible exception 
of that portion of the Miami and Erie 
between Dayton and Cincinnati, has 
raised a storm of protest which was 
unexpected. 
It was realized that the 
members of the hoard of public works 
and all of the board employes would 
Vigorously resist the measure, but ad­ 
ded to their innumerable number, an 
arm y of manufacturers whose plants lie 
along the canals and depend upon the 
w ater for power, have taken up the 
cudgel of war. 
“lf you w ipe out the canals, you w ipe 
us out with them and throw thousands 
of men out of employment. 
We rep­ 
resent |40.t»00,0U0 oi capital and must 
t>e respected,” is the burden of their 
complaint, and it has something of 
m eat and m atter for serious consider­ 
ation in it. 
In response to this contention the 
advocates of canal abandonment say:

Children are capable of feeling themselves causes for a considerable {;eriod 
of time. This feeling as directing any line of conduct is not absolutely eorjtin- 
oous. It lasts on from day to day. hut is yet broken by sbiop and other peri­ 
ods of forgetfulness. 
All thought, as Professor James .says. Is of the fly and 
perch order, or, to nee another Illustration, it proceeds by steps, like the 
tracks or footmarks in the snow, and the actual path of any casual activity 
may be broken and crossed by many other paths without in the least inter­ 
fering with Its coherence or minimizing its effect. 
Even when very young 
the feeling and pleasure of being a cause assort tlnunselves. 
If paper is rus­ 
tled in the hearing of a child of 5 inonth.s, he will listen for a few mo­ 
ments, but give him the paper himself, and he will rustle and listen, stop and 
go on again for 15 or 20 minutes at a time. 
The pleasure in feeling that he 
la causing the sound and other sensations by his own movements makes the 
difference. 
There Is in such circumstance also a larger total <iiiantlty or 
variety th experience. 
That children are capable of carrying out a course of action which they 
have themselves in part originated, running on for a couple of weeks and un­ 
der the conditions of ordinary school life, seems Indlcattnl by the recent work 
of the third grade under Miss Black's direction in the normal practice school 
of Chicago. 
The children were asked w'hat they would do If they had half 
an hour three times a w’etik to do soiuethiug which they thought would l>e 
practicable and good for others as well as themselves. 
Different children, 
after a day’s consideration, mentioned different things, and some had no idea. 
These latter were put under the charge of a cadet and given a lesson in read­ 
ing or some other subject. 
Of the children—much in the m ajority—who hud 
an idea. It was found that they already had formed groups among themselves. 
Six boys, for example, wanted to work together to get up a represenlation of 
the battle of Manila. This they worked on for a couple of weeks, using clay 
for the forts, carving and rigging vessels witli war masts, etc., from the 
pictures in the magazines and papers which they brought from home or ob­ 
tained In the school. They read a very considerable amount of m atter about 
the battle, even In wrlting.s which might be stippose<l to be beyond the 
ability of third grade boy.s. They finally acted out the battle in four scenes 
by means of their ships, toy cannons and cardboard soldiers and answered 
a number of questions which arose spontaneously from the cla.ss after the 
representation was given. 
While the work of preparation was being carried on by the group they 
found at the end of one period that hardly anything had been accomplish­ 
ed- 
Of themselves they proposed to elect a captain to give out the work to 
be done. 
They also excluded from their gn>up one ineuilxT who did not 
help in the W’ork as they thought he should. These examples of social causa­ 
tion were Important, since they affecte<l the whole of the work accomplished. 
During this period they fre<iuently asked for help. l>oth in the uvatttT of 
knowledge and m aterial needed, which was not always immediately forthcom­ 
ing. but which some agency in the school as a general thing eventually 
brought to their hand. On the part of the older people some vague question 
of greeting, as “ Weil, when will you be through?’’ or “How are you geUing 
on?” was most productive in revealing the children’s own desires and activi­ 
ties. 
While this group of six were at work other groups were occupied in anoth­ 
er corner of the room or in the anteroom in other matters. “Beauty a ml the 
Beast” was another dram atic ¡)resentation. The children dressed themselves, 
read five or six different versions and finally rewrote a new one, learned their 
parts and presented the little dram a with great awdause. 
Sometimes dolls were the .actors, as in another group's work on “Bopecp.” 
In this case cutting and sewing clothing for tliese <lolls. as 
wa*11 as the words 
they were to say, were a prominent feature. Another group took up the post- 
office service. This was not a mere representation, hut consisted in arranging 
a delivery system for notes which the children might write to each other. 
Another group, fortunate in having two members who ownwl toy printing 
presses, were printers and collected a list of words from each individual which 
had been found difficult to spell, printed them and returned them to their 
clients. 
Another group were yachtsmen and made use of the blackboard, on which 
they drew first a deck and mast, then, under orders from the captain, ran up 
rapidly in chalk a huge white sail. 
Each was at his post-one at the com­ 
pass, another at the wheel. Land was sighted through an extemporized pair 
ef binoculars. 
Sail was lowered and the anchor cast, after which the sailors 
wont ashore. 
In other classes where this procedure has been tried grocery stores, drug 
stores, keeping house, electric wiring, collecting postage stamps, library out- 
Its, etc., were some of the activities chosen. These were in one case organ- 
Ited Into a village, with a rudim entary govermm'Ht, an cxi» rcss system and a 
poatoffice departm ent 
When children take up sucdi activities in association with a teacher whom 
they fetd is really willing to help them, what would otherwis« » he at least only 
slightly educative is lifted at every turn and by innumerable suggestion« 
on her part Into a real means of insight into the life of tin» surnjundlng world 
and becomes a meaJM of extemllug their experience in every direction. 
That this shouhl be various for every group and ultimately for every child is 
one of the important features of tbe method here proiKise<l. 
Most Important 
of all is the fact that the children have a natural opportunity of feeling them- 
iwlveB to be a cause. 
!t will be noticed tha t the old standbys of the school curriculum are not 
Mglacted. 
Reading and w riting bacotae sought after as a means of real- 
Ishig ideas. 
Geography, historj and literature make themselves distinctly 
felt. Constructive work and sloyd are prominent, and in some activities, par- 
ticnlarly such as that of stam p coHecttng, invoirkig the value of one kind of 
DMHiey as compared to another, arithm etic Itself was fully represented. 
Hasae, however, were never abaolutely fated to be undertaken at a ci?rtain 
time. 
They arose naturally out of the circumstancjes with which they were 
connected. 
To Insure a g ^ t e r continuíy a history will be kept of their efforts ia a 
class book. 
Future childish Investigators or .seekers for some new' activity 
may consult these records aad find there how’ far their predecessors have 
gone and where they desire to follow them and where to deviate. 
It cannot be assumed that a larger opportcalty for feeling themselves free 
creative causesJs needed only « for children in the lower graders. 
It is proba­ 
ble that such ak opportunity would be even more advantageous In our high 
schools. Why Í It not poasib» that as a substitute for one of tlie four courses 
per year puplf who desire 
do so should offer an effort of some kind 
either ladividukUy or In g rtipk which would have tbe highest educational 
value?.

of the American government to cor- 
trol the Filipino people. 
The remarks of the Massachu.setts 
senator aroused Mr. Platt, who deliv­ 
ered a notable speech, in the course 
of which he referred to Mr. Hoar in 
pretty sharp terms. 
His speech was 
listened to by senators on both sides 
of the chamber with profound atten­ 
tion. 
In conclusion he paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to the efforts of the 
United States to carry the principles 
of fi'f^^ government to every territory 
where it had control.

In this effort there are two sides— 
that concerned with the individual 
and that concerned with tho whole 
of which ho is a part. Child study 
insists that the individual shall not bo saerified to any existing whole, that the 
child represents the hope and promise of the race and that therefore the main 
work of progress consists in the liberation of tho energies with which lie is 
endowed. 
From this it will be seen that there is no action which isjnot also an effect 
and that it is very necessary in life to be an effect aud, if possible, a good one. 
There is also a pleasure in beiug an effect, and tho frank recognition of this 
will in no way interfere with the demand Unit is hero made that in school 
life and in a nation whero slaves aud J Acast tea are not looked upon as mak­ 
ing the best of citizens education is utterly a failure if it does not give-an op­ 
portunity fitting to their powers to the children in our schools to feel the pleas­ 
ure of being real causes in at least many of The events which Ii!! their 
lives. At present it is too true that the teacher aims rather to carry out her 
own preconceived purposes. using the children as mere effects by whom her 
results are to be obtained and In whom her designs or those set over her are to 
be incontinently realized. 
The only chance the children have to feel that 
they are real causes is to set up some line of conduct in opposition to the 
teacher, a proceeding which favors wastefulness ami crime. 
It is surely time to expect that for some part of the day at least children 
might feel that they can call on the teacher to help them in things they ac­ 
tually want to he helped in rather than In continually doing what the teacher 
says, learning lessons and reciting often for marks, answering questions in­ 
stead of asking them and in the name of self activity guessing conundrums 
entirely devoid of wit. 
Children are capable of feeling themselves causes for a considerable period 
of time. This feeling as directing any line of conduct is not absolutely contin­ 
uous. It lasts on from day to day, but is yet broken by sleep aud other peri­ 
ods of forgetfulness. All thought, as Professor James says, is of the fly and 
perch order, or, to use another illustration, it proceeds by steps, like the 
tracks or footmarks in the snow, and the actual path of any casual activity 
may be broken and crossed by many other paths without in the least inter­ 
fering with it* coherence or minimizing its effect. 
Even when very young 
the feeling and pleasure of being a cause assert themselves. If paper is rus­ 
tled in the hearing of a child of 5 months, he will listen for a few mo­ 
ments, but give him the paper himself, and he will rustle and listen, stop and 
go on again for 15 or 20 minutes at a time. The pleasure in feeling that he 
It causing the sound and other sensations by his own movements makes the 
difference. 
There is in such circumstance also a larger total quantity or 
variety th experience. 
That children are capable of carrying out a course of action which they 
have themselves In part originated, running on for a couple of weeks and un­ 
der the conditions of ordinary school life, seems indicated by the recent work 
of the third grade under Miss Black's direction in the normal practice school 
of Chicago. The children were asked what they would do if they had half 
an hour three times a week to do something which they thought would be 
practicable and good for others as well as themselves. 
Different children, 
after a day's consideration, mentioned different things, and some had no idea. 
These latter were put under the charge of a cadet and given a lesson in read­ 
ing or some other subject. Of the children—much in the majority—who had 
an idea, it was found that they already had formed groups among themselves. 
Six boys, for example, wanted to work together to get up a representation of 
the battle of Manila. This they worked on for a couple of weeks, using clay 
for the forts, caning and rigging vessels with war masts, etc., from the 
pictures in the magazines and papers which they brought from home or ob­ 
tained in the school. They read a very considerable amount of matter about 
the battle, even in writings which might be suppose!] to be beyond the 
ability of third grade boys. They finally acted out the battle in four scenes 
by means of their ships, toy cannons and cardboard soldiers and answered 
a number of questions which arose spontaneously from the class after the 
representation was given. 
While the work of preparation was being carried on by the group they 
found at the end of one period that hardly anything had been accomplish­ 
ed- Of themselves they proposed to elect a captain to give out the work to 
be done. 
They also excluded from their group one member who did not 
help in the work as they thought he should. These examples of social causa­ 
tion were important, since they affected the whole of the work accomplished. 
During this period they frequently asked for help, both in the matter of 
knowledge and material needed, which was not alw ays immediately forthcom­ 
ing, but which some agency in the school as a general thing eventually 
brought to their hand. On the part of the older people some vague question 
of greeting, as “Well, when will you be through?” or “How are you getting 
on?” was most productive in revealing the children's own desires and activi­ 
ties. 
While this group of six were at work other groups were occupied in anoth­ 
er corner of the room or in the anteroom In other matters. “Beauty aud the 
Beast” was another dramatic presentation. Tho children dressed themselves, 
read five or six different versions and finally rewrote a new one, learned their 
parts and presented the little drama with great applause. 
Sometimes dolls were the actors, as in another group’s work on “Bopeep.” 
In this ease cutting and sewing clothing for these dolls, as well as the words 
they were to say, were a prominent feature. Another group took up the post­ 
office service. This was not a mere representation, but consisted in arranging 
a delivery system for notes which the children might write to each other. 
Another group, fortunate in having two members who owned toy printing 
presses, were printers and collected a list of words from each Individual which 
had been found difficult to spell, printed them and returned them to their 
clients. 
Another group were yachtsmen and made use of the blackboard, on which 
they drew first a deck and mast, then, under orders from the captain, ran up 
rapidly in chalk a huge white sail. 
Each was at his post-one at the com­ 
pass, another at the wheel. Land was sighted through an extemporized pair 
•f binoculars. Sail was lowered aud the anchor cast, after which the sailors 
wont ashore. 
In other classes where this procedure has been tried grocery stores, drug 
stores, keeping house, electric wiring, collecting postage stamps, library out­ 
fits, etc., were some of the activities chosen. These were in one ease organ­ 
ised into a village, with a rudimentary government, an express system and a 
postoffice department 
When children take up suoh activities in association with a teacher whom 
they feel is really willing to help them, what would otherw ise lie at least only 
slightly educative is lifted at every turn and by innumerable suggestion* 
on her part Into a real means of insight into the life of the surrounding world 
and becomes a means of extending their experience in every direction. 
That this should be various for every group and ultimately for every child is 
one of the Important features of the method here proposed. Most important 
of all is the fact that the children have a natural opportunity of feeling them- 
aeives to ben cause. 
It will be noticed that the old standbys of the school curriculum are not 
neglected. 
Beading and writing become sought after as a paeans of real­ 
ising Ideas. 
Geography, history and literature make themselves distinctly 
fe lt Constructive work and sloyd are prominent and in some activities, par­ 
ticularly such as that of stamp collecting, involving the value of one kind of 
money as compared to another, arithmetic itself was fully represented. 
These, however, were never absolutely fated to be undertaken at a certain 
time. They arose naturally out of the circumstances with which they were 
connected. 
To Insure a grater continuSy a history will be kept of their efforts is a 
class book. 
Future childish Investigators or seekers for some new activity 
may consult these records and find there how far their predecessors have 
gone and whens they desire to follow them and where to deviate. 
It cannot be assumed that a larger opportunity for fee ling themselves free 
creative causesjis needed only Jfor children in the lower grades. It is pro ba- 
rould be even more advantageous in our high 
$h*t as a substitute for one of tile four courses

and let the teachers consult with him and advise 1dm as to the probability of 
its success. Let them also help him in every w ay to carry out ids aim. In his 
choice nothing less than ail the possibllttes, whether practical or theoret­ 
ical, should be open to the pupil. The resources of the town or city, not only 
of the school, may be called into requisition. The organisation and working 
of a club for a suitable purpose ought to.meet the approval of his advisers in 
the same way as the completion of an essay on a topic of research. Oulv let 
the work represent the very top notch of the pupil's idea of being a worthy 
cause of some worthy effort in the world, as far as he knows it, at the 
time he starts to work. Let him integrate ids material from whatever source 
he may be able to find it, assuming always that he be not left alone, but 
helped and stimulated at every turn. The adjustment of ids idea of tin* work 
to the time In which it is to be accomplished, his estimate of its value aud 
the freedom with which be may carry it out are certainly tests, but are also 
opportunities which, it is believed, would awaken the largest and purest 
enthusiasm in thousands of growing minds.

question was precipitated in the sen­ 
ate late yesterday, the principal par­ 
ticipants 
being Mr. Platt, of Con­ 
necticut, and Mr. Hoar, of Massachu­ 
setts. 
Mr. Teller, of Colorado, 
had 
concluded for the day his argument 
against the enactment of the pending 
Philippine tariff bill. 
In response io 
some statements he had made, Mr. 
Platt directed the senate’s attention 
to the situation in the islands, as he 
viewed 
it. 
maintaining 
that great 
progress was being made by the gov­ 
ernment in subduing 
the 
insurrec­ 
tion. Ho referred to the elections for 
municipal officers in various cities of 
the islands and to the establishment 
of schools 
for 
the 
education 
of 
Filipino children. 
Mr. Hoar ridiculed 
the statements of Mr. Platt, and in a 
facetious vein adverted to the efforts 
of the American government to cor- 
trol tho Filipino people. 
The remarks of the Massachusetts 
senator aroused Mr. Platt, who deliv­ 
ered a notable speech, in the course 
of which he referred to Mr. Hoar in 
pretty sharp terms. 
His speech was 
listened to by senators on both sides 
of the chamber with profound atten­ 
tion. 
In conclusion he paid an elo­ 
quent tribute to the efforts of the 
United States to carry the principles 
of free government to every territory 
where it had control. 
In his reply Mr. Hoar delivered an 
incisive criticism of the action of the 
Philippine commission, declaring that 
he had been 
taught to judge mea 
rather by their actions than by their 
works, and by this standard he con’d 
not Judge the Philippine commission 
ers with any degree of favor.

S Colonel Parker of the 
Emmons Blaine school so 
forcibly insists, I of.; prac­ 
tically and in hie WTit* 
In?*. the business of tbs 
teacher re the orca-tim t ion of society. 
In this effort there are two sides— 
that concerned with the Individual 
and that concerned with the whole 
of which In* is a part. 
Child study 
insists that the individual shall not be ^aerified to any existing whole, that the 
child represents the hope and promise of the race and that therefore the main 
work of progress consists iii the liberation of the energies with which he is 
endowed. 
From this it will be seen that there is no action which Is not also an effect 
and that It is very necessary iu life to be an effect and, if possible, a good cine. 
There is also a pleasure in being an off ort, and the frank recognition of this 
will in no way interfere with tile demand Unit is here made that in school 
life and in a nation when* slaves and parasites are not looked upon as mak­ 
ing the best of citizens education is utterly a failure if it does not give an op­ 
portunity titling to their powers to the children in our schools to feel the p l e a s ­ 
ure of being real causes in at least many of rho events which till their 
lives. At present it is too true that the teacher aims rather to carry out her 
own preconceived purposes, usiijg the children us mere effects by whom her 
results are to be obtained aud in whom her designs or those set over her are to 
be incontinently realized. 
The only chance the children have to feel that 
they are real causes is to set up some line of conduct in opiwsition to tile 
teacher, a proceeding which favors wastefulness and crime. 
It is surely time to expect that for sonic* part of tho day at least children 
might feel that they can call on tho teacher to help them in things they ac­ 
tually w ant to he helped in rather than in continually doing what the teacher 
says, learning lessons and reciting often for marks, answering questions in­ 
stead of asking them and in the name of self activity guessing conundrums 
entirely devoid of wit. 
Children are capable of feeling themselves causes for a considerable period 
of time. This feeling as directing any line of conduct is not absolutely eontin- 
oous. 
It lasts on from day to day. but is yet broken by sleep aud other peri­ 
ods of forgetfulness. 
All thought, as Professor Jam es says, is of the fly and 
perch order, or, to use another illustration, it proceeds by steps, like tile 
tracks or footmarks In the snow, and the actual path of any casual activity 
may be broken and crossed by many other paths without in the least inter­ 
fering with its co hare nee or minimizing its effect. 
Even when very young 
the feeling and pleasure of being a cause assert themselves, 
lf paper is rus­ 
tled in the hearing of a child of 5 months, he will listen for a few mo­ 
ments, but give him the paper himself, and he will rustle and listen, stop and 
go on again for 15 or 20 minutes a t a time. 
The pleasure in feeling that he 
Is causing the sound and other sensations by his own movements makes the 
difference. 
There Is in such circumstance also a larger total quantity or 
variety th experience. 
That children are capable of carrying out a course of action which they 
have themselves in part originated, running on for a couple of weeks and un­ 
der the conditions of ordinary school life, seems indicated by the recent work 
of the third grade under Miss Black’s direction in the normal practice school 
of Chicago. 
The children were asked w hat they would do lf they had half 
an hour three times a week to do something which they thought would be 
practicable and good for others as well as themselves. 
Different children, 
after a day's consideration, mentioned different things, and some had no idea. 
These latter were put under the charge of a cadet and given a lesson in read­ 
ing or some other subject. 
Of the children—much in the m ajority—who had 
an idea, it was found that they already had formed groups among themselves. 
Six boys, for example, wanted to work together to get up a representation of 
the battle of Manila. This they worked on for a couple of weeks, using clay 
for the forts, carving and rigging vessels with war masts, etc., from the 
pictures In the magazines and papers which they brought from home or ob­ 
tained in the school. They read a very considerable amount of m atter about 
the battle, even in writings which might be supposed to be beyond the 
ability of third grade boys. 
They finally acted out the battle in four scenes 
by means of their ships, toy cannons and cardboard soldiers aud answered 
a number of questions which arose spontaneously from the class after the 
representation was given. 
While the work of preparation was being carried on by the group they 
found at the end of one period that hardly anything had been accomplish­ 
ed. 
Of themselves they proposed to elect a captain to give out the work to 
be done. 
They also excluded from their group one member who did not 
help in the work as they thought he should. These examples of social causa­ 
tion were important, since they affected the whole of the work accomplished. 
During this period they frequently asked for help, both In the m atter of 
knowledge and material needed, which was not always immediately forthcom­ 
ing, but which some agency in the school as a general thing eventually 
brought to their hand. On the part of the older people some vague question 
of greeting, as “Well, when will you be through?” or “How are you getting 
on?” was most productive in revealing the children’s own desires and activi­ 
ties. 
While this group of six were at work other groups were occupied in anoth­ 
er corner of the room or in the anteroom in other m atters. “Beauty and the 
B east” was another dram atic presentation. The children dressed themselves, 
read five or six different versions and finally rewrote a new one, learned their 
parts and presented the little dram a with great applause. 
Sometimes dolls were the actors, as In another group’s work on “Bopeep.” 
In this case cutting and sewing clothing for these dolls, as well as the words 
they were to say, were a prominent feature. Another group took up the post­ 
office service. This was not a mere representation, hut consisted in arranging 
a delivery system for notes which the children might, write to each other. 
Another group, fortunate in having two members who owned toy printing 
presses, were printers and collected a list of words from each Individual which 
had been found difficult to spell, printed them and returned them to their 
clients. 
Another group were yachtsmen and made use of the blackboard, on which 
they drew first a deck and mast, then, under orders from the captain, ran up 
rapidly in chalk a huge white sail. 
Each was at his p o s t-one at the com­ 
pass, another at the wheel. 
Land was sighted through an extemporized pair 
of binoculars. Sail was lowered aud the anchor cast, after which the sailors 
want ashore. 
In other classes where this procedure has been tried grocery stores, drug 
stores, keeping house, electric wiring, collecting postage stamps, library out- 
•ts, etc., were some of the activities chosen. These were in one case organ­ 
ised into a village, with a rudim entary government, an express system and a 
postoffice department. 
When children take up such activities in association with a teacher whom 
they feel Is really willing to help them, what would otherwise be at least only 
slightly educative is lifted at every turn and by innumerable suggestions 
on her part into a real means of insight into the life of the* surrounding world 
and becomes a means of extending their experience in every direction. 
That this should be various for every group and ultimately for every child is 
one of the important features of the method here proposed. 
Most important 
of all is the fact that the children have a natural opportunity of feeling them­ 
selves to be a cause. 
It will be noticed that the old standbys of the school curriculum are not 
Biflected. 
Reading and writing become sought after as a moans of real- 
tfffig ideas. 
Geography, history and literature make themselves distinctly 
felt. Constructive work and sloyd are prominent, and in some activities, par­ 
ticularly such as that of stamp collecting, Involving the value of one kind of 
money as compared to another, arithmetic itself was fully represented. 
Tbeae, however, were never absolutely fated to be undertaken at a certain 
time. They arose naturally out of the circumstances with which they were 
connected. 
To insure a g ra te r continuiy a history will be kept of their efforts in a 
class book. 
Future childish investigators or seekers for some new activity 
may consult these records and find there how far their predecessors have 
gone and wberq they desire to follow them and where to deviate. 
It cannot bes assumed that a larger opportunity for feeling themselves free 
creative causesiis needed onlyifor children in the lower grades. 
It is proba­ 
ble that such all opportunity would be even more advantageous in our high 
schools. Why ip it not possible th at as a substitute for one of tile four courses 
per year pupils who desire J.cs do so should offer an effort of some kind 
cither individually or in gramps which would have the highest educational 
Taiue? Let this offered rather than elective work be sketched by. the, pupil 
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and let the teachers consult witli him and advise 1dm as to the probability of 
Its success. Let them also help him in every way to carry out ids aim. Iii his 
choice nothing less than all tin* possiblitlcs, whether practical or theoret­ 
ical, should be open to the pupil. The resources of the town or city, not only 
of the school, may Ik* called into requisition. The organization and working 
cf a club for u suitable purpose ought to.meet the approval of his advisers in 
the same way as the completion of an essay on a topic of research. Ouly let 
the work represent the very top notch of the pupil's idea of being a worthy 
cause of some worthy effort In tile world, as far as he knows It, at tile 
time he starts to work. Let him integrate ids materia] from whatever source 
he may bo aide to find it, assuming always that he be not loft alone, but 
helped and stimulated at every turn. The adjustment of his idea of tin* work 
to the time In which it is to be accomplished, his estimate of its value aud 
the freedom with which he may carry it out are certainly tests, bot are also 
opportunities which, it is believed, would awaken the largest and purest 
enthusiasm in thousands of growing minds.

Mr. Hoar ridiculed

of the American government to cor- 
trol the Filipino people.

WATCHMAN DIED OF A WOUND. 


Trouble Arose Over Land ’‘Squatted" 


Upon 
by 
Captain 
Streeter— Hit 


Men and

Cooper Engaged In Fight, 


Chicago, Feb. 12.—During a fight 
with 
W inchester rifles last evening 
between the followers of rival claim ­ 
ants to property lying along the Lake 
Shore drive, the 
moat 
aristocratic 
boulevard In Chicago, Frank Kirk, a 
watchman for one of tho claimants, 
was shot through the head, sustain­ 
ing a mortal wound, from which ho 
afterward died. 
The property in dispute consists of 
made 
land 
lying east of the Lake 
Shore drive and between it and Lake 
Michigan, claimed by Captain George 
W. Streeter, who has for many years 
been a thorn in the side of the North 
Side property owners because of his 
propensity to settle on vac ant ground 
and then claim 
in 
the courts the 
rights of a squatter. 
He calls the 
ground the “District of Lake Michi- 
gan.” 
Last night Henry Cooper, a lawyer, 
who has bean active in his opposi­ 
tion to Streeter, accompanied by Po­ 
liceman O’Malley, went 
upon 
the 
ground of the “district’’ and was at­ 
tacked by Streeter, who knocked him 
down with the butt of a revolver. 
Several of Streeter's followers cov­ 
ered O'Malley with 
their 
weapons 
and he was ordered to leave or be 
shot. 
Shortly after Cooper and O'Malley 
had left the ground a pitched battle 
broke out between three of Streeter’s 
followers, William McManners, Wil­ 
liam Block Ie and John Hoeldtke, a n i 
two watchmen employed by Cooper, 
Frank Kirk and Samuel Portorous. 
Kirk was wounded 
and 
afterward 
died at a hospital. 


Shots Were Being Exchanged. 
A riot call was hastily sent to the 
East Chicago avenue police station 
and a wagon filled with officers hur­ 
ried 
to 
the 
place. 
Kirk 
lay 
in 
the snow outside his shanty, while 
from the window Portorous kept up 
a steady fire upon the three men in 
the other house, who were returning 
his fire with rifles. 
The firing ceased as the police ap­ 
peared, and a cordon of officers was 
at once thrown around the shanty in 
which 
McManners, 
Blockie 
and 
Hoeldtke were. 
They barric aded tho 
door and threatened to kill the Aret 
officer who approached. 
Headed by 
Captain Revere, a squad of police­ 
men began 
to 
batter in the door. 
while the others stood waiting with 
drawn revolvers for the first shot 
from within. 
Because of the entreat­ 
ies of Mrs. McManners the door was 
opened before the police had broken 
it down. 
The three men and Mrs. 
McManners were at once placed un­ 
der arrest. 
Returning to the building in a short 
time the officers found that Streeter 
had barr leaded the house once more. 
He was summoned to surrender, and 
after some parley gave himself up. 
When he came out of the hc^ise ho 
carried a rifle and four revolvers.

claims that he was not on the ground 
when the fight was in progress.

Lake Michigan’’ were placed under 
arrest, pending the death or recov­ 
ery of Kirk.

boulevard in Chicago, Frank Kirk, a 
watchman for one of tho claimants, 
was shot through tho head, sustain­ 
ing a mortal wound, from which ho 
afterward died. 
Tho property in dispute consists of 
made 
laud 
lying east of the Lake 
Shore drive and between it and Lake 
Michigan, claimed by Captain George 
W. Streeter, who has for many years 
been a thorn in the side of the North 
Side property owners because of his 
propensity to settle on vacant ground 
and then elaim 
in 
the courts the 
rights of a squatter. 
He calls the 
ground tho "District of Lake Michi­ 
gan." 
Last night Henry Cooper, a lawyer, 
who has bean active in his opposi­ 
tion to Streeter, accompanied by Po­ 
liceman O’Malley, went 
upon 
the 
ground of the "district” and wa» at­ 
tacked by Streeter, who knocked him 
down with the butt of a revolver. 
Several of Streeter's followers cov­ 
ered O'Malley with 
their 
weapons 
and he was ordered to leave or be 
shot. 
Shortly after Cooper and O'Malley 
had left the ground a pitched battle 
broke out between three of Streeter's 
followers, William McManners, Wil­ 
liam Blockie and John llocicltke, ani 
two watchmen employed By Cooper, 
Frank Kirk and Samuel Torturous. 
Kirk was wounded 
and 
afterward 
'lied at a hospital. 


Shots Were Being Exchanged. 
A riot call was hastily sent to the 
East Chicago avenue police station 
und a wagon filled with officers hur­

place. 
Kirk 
lay 
In 
the snow outside his shanty, while 
from the window Torturous kept up 
a steudy fire upon the three men In 
the other house, who were returning 
his fire with rifles. 
Tho firing ceased as the police ap 
peared, and a cordon of offic ers was 
at once thrown around the shanty in 
which 
McManners, 
Blockie 
aud 
lloeldtke were. 
They barricaded tho 
door and threatened to kill the Aret 
officer who approached. 
Headed by 
Captain Revere, a squad of police­ 
men began 
to 
batter in the door,- 
while the others stood waiting with 
drawn revolvers for the first shot 
from within. 
Because of the entreat­ 
ies of Mrs. McManners the door was 
opened before the police had broken 
it down. 
The three men and Mrs. 
McManners were at once placed un­ 
der arrest. 
Returning to the building in a short 
time the officers found that Streeter 
had barricaded the house once more. 
He was summoned to surrender, and 
after some parley gave himself up. 
When he came out of the betise ho 
carried a rifle and four revolvers. 
He 
claims that he was not on the ground 
when the fight was in progress. 
All 
persons living on 
the "District jf 
Lake Michigan" were placed under 
arrest, pending the death or recov­ 
ery of Kirk. 
The wounded man died.

tion and recommend Its adoption. 
It 
will then be Speedily passed and mes­ 
saged over to the senate, where Sena­ 
tor Connell’s persuasive powers will 
unquestionably procure its enactment 
into a law’. 
The Columbiana county delegation 
has received a great many protests 
from East Liverpool, Wellsville and 
Lisbon against tin* administration tax 
bill, which provides for the laving of 
one-half of a mill on loans made by 
building and savings companies. This 
opposition comes from persons con­ 
nected with companies of this class in 
these cities. The members of the dele­ 
gation are not ready to declare their 
position on the hill. 
The petition placed in the hands of 
Mr. Crist against any change in the 
game laws came from the farmers of 
Knox and West townships, who do not 
want the law s repealed for fear they 
will be superseded by others less satis­ 
factory. They admit the present laws 
are not all perfect, hut philosophically 
observe that they might Im* worse. 
Senator Connell stated yesterday

Proposition to Abandon It Raises a 
Storm of Protest In Many 
Quarters.

Columbus,

12.— (Special.) — 
a n e evident purpose oi the legislature 
to abandon tin* entire canal system of 
the state, with the possible exception 
of that portion of the Miami and Erie 
be1.ween Dayton and Cincinnati, has 
raised a storm of protest which was 
unexpected. 
It was realized that the 
members of the board of public works 
and all of the board employes would 
vigorously resist the measure, but ad­ 
ded to their innumerable number, an 
arm y of manufacturers whose plants lie 
along the canals and depend upon the 
w ater for power, have taken up the 
ta d gel of war. 
“If you w ipe out the canal-, you w ipe 
us out with them and throw thousands 
of men out of employment. 
We rep­ 
resent $40,000,000 OI capital and must 
tie respected," is the burden ot their 
complaint, and it has something of 
m eat and m atter for serious consider­ 
ation in it. 
In response to this contention the 
advocates ot canal abandonm ent say: 
"Every advance is met by objection 
and some one must be hurt. 
The own­ 
ers of omnibuses and five and ten mile 
road-houses raised the same cry fifty 
years ago when the steam railroad 
cam e in. 
But there is no one would 
w a n t the railroad abolished today. The 
canals for years have been annually 
costing the state $150,000 more than 
th ey earned, and it is only the part of 
good 
business judgm ent 
th a t 
they 
should be given up. 
Why should the 
state m aintain a departm ent that is 
of no use and makes the tax-payers go 
deep into their pockets every year? i 
They have got to go, and now is as 
good a tim e as any.”

: hand, should F raser's bill pass and the 
I commission be created, It would not 
do to pass the adm inistration meas- 
I ures and take from it the only work 
it would have to do.

Insists that the individual shall not he ©aerified to any existing whole, that ti:© 
child represents the hope and promise of the race and that therefore the main 
work of progress consists In the liberation of the energies with which he is 
endowed. 
From this it will be seen that tlvere is no action which is not also an effect 
end that it is very necessary iu life to bt' an effect aud, if possible, a good one. 
There is also a pleasure in being an effect, aud tin- frank recognition of this 
will in no way interfere with the demand th at is here made that in school 
life and in a nation where slaves and p&roaites are not looked upon a^ mak­ 
ing the best of citizens education is utterly a failure lf it does not give an op- 
portunity fitting to their powers to the children In our schools to feel tho pleas­ 
ure of being real causes in at least many of the events which till their 
lives. At present it is too true that tin* teacher aims rather to carry out lier 
own preconceived purposes, using the children as mere effects by whom her 
results are to be obtained aud in whom her designs or those set over her are to 
be incontinently realised. 
The only chance the children have to t a I that 
they are real causes is to set up some line of conduct in opposition to the 
teacher, a proceeding which favors wastefulness and crime. 
It Ik surely time to expect that for some part of the day at least children 
might feel that they can call on the teacher to help them in things they ac­ 
tually want to be helped in rather than In continually doing what the teacher 
says, learning lessons and r*** King often for marks, answering questions in­ 
stead of asking them and in the name of self activity guessing conundrums 
entirely devoid of wit. 
Children are capable of feeling themselves causes for a considerable period 
of time. This feeling as directing any line of conduct is not absolutely contin­ 
uous. 
It lasts on from day to day. but Is yet broken by sbwp aud other peri­ 
ods of forgetfulness. 
All thought, as Professor Jam es says, is of the fly and 
perch order, or. to use another illustration, it proceeds by steps, like the 
tracks or footmarks In the snow, and the actual path of any casual activity 
may be broken and crossed by many oilier paths without in the least inter­ 
fering with its coherence or minimizing its effect. 
Even when very young 
the feeling and pleasure of being a cause assert themselves. 
If paper is rus­ 
tled in the hearing of a child of 5 months, he will listen for a few mo­ 
ments, but give him the paper himself, and he will rustle and listen, stop and 
go on again for 15 or 20 minutes at a time. 
The pleasure In feeling that he 
Is causing the sound and other sensations by his own movements makes the 
difference. 
There Is in such circum stance also a larger total quantity or 
variety th experience. 
That children are capable of carrying out a course of action which they 
have themselves in part originated, running on for a couple of weeks and un­ 
der the conditions of ordinary school life, seems Indicated by the recent work 
of the third grade under Miss Black’s direction In the normal practice school 
of Chicago. 
The children were asked w hat they would do if they had half 
an hour three times a week to do something which they thought would l*e 
practicable and good for others as well as themselves. 
Different children, 
after a day’s consideration, mentioned different things, and some had no idea. 
These latter were put under the charge of a cadet and given a lesson In read­ 
ing or some other subject. 
Of the children—much in the m ajority—who had 
an idea, it was found that they already had formed groups among themselves. 
Six boys, for example, wanted to work together to get up a representation of 
the battle of Manila. This they w orked on for a couple of weeks, using clay 
for the forts, carving aud rigging vessels with war masts, etc., from the 
picture* In the magazines and papei-s which they brought from home or ob­ 
tained In the school. They read a very considerable amount of m atter about 
the battle, even in writings which might be supposed to Ire beyond the 
ability of third grade boys. 
They finally acted out the battle in four scenes 
by means of their ships, toy cannons and cardboard soldiers and answered 
a number of questions which arose spontaneously from the class after the 
representation was given. 
While the work of preparation was !*eing carried on by the group they 
found at the end of one period that hardly anything had been accomplish­ 
ed- 
Of themselves they proposed to elect a captain to give out the work to 
be done. 
They also excluded from their group one member who did not 
help in the w'ork as they thought he should. These examples of social causa­ 
tion were Important, since they affected the whole of the work accomplished. 
During this period they frequently asked for help, both In tile m atter of 
knowledge and m aterial needed, which was not alw ays immediately forthcom­ 
ing, but w'hich some agency in the school as a general tiling eventually 
brought to their hand. On the part of the older people some vague question 
of greeting, us “Well, when will you be throughV* or “How are you getting 
on?” was most productive In revealing the children’s own desires aud activi­ 
ties. 
While this group of six were at work other groups were occupied iii anoth­ 
er com er of the room or in the anteroom iu other m atters. "Beauty aud the 
Beast" was another dram atic presentation. The children dressed themselves, 
read five or six different versions and finally rewrote a new one, learned their 
parts and presented the little drama with great applause. 
Sometimes dolls were tho actors, as in another group’s work on “Bopeep." 
In this case cutting aud sewing clothing for these dolls, as well ss the words 
they were to say, were a prominent feature. 
Another group took up the post­ 
office scrvloe. This was not a mere representation, but consisted In arranging 
a delivery system for not*** which th** children might write to each other. 
Another group, fortunate in having two members who owned toy printing 
presses, were printers and collected a list of words from each Individual which 
had been fouud difficult to spell, printed them aud returned them to their 
clients. 
Another group were yachtsmen and made use of the blackboard, on which 
they drew first a deck and mast, then, under orders from the captain, ran up 
rapidly in chalk a huge white sail. 
Each was at his post ooe at the com­ 
pass, another at the wheel. Land was sighted through an extemporized pair 
of binoculars. Sail was lowered aud the anchor cast, after which the sailors 
want ashore. 
In other classes where this procedure has been tried grocery stores, drug 
stores, keeping house, electric wiring, collecting postage stamps, library out- 
flts, etc., were some of the activities chosen. These were in one case organ 
tied into a village, with a rudim entary government, an express system and a 
postoffice department, 
When children take up auoh activities in association with a teacher whom 
they feel is really willing to help them, what would otherwise la* at least only 
slightly educative is lifted at every turn and by innumerable suggestions 
on her part into a real means of insight into the life of tis- Burr--lusting world 
and becomes a means of extending their experience in every direction. 
That this ahouhl be vartoua for every group aud ultimately for Cf ©CJT child Is 
one of the im portant features of tho method bere promised 
Most Important 
of all la the fact that the children have a natural opportunity of feeling them­ 
selves to be a cause. 
It will be noticed that the old standbys of the school curriculum are not 
neglected. 
Heading and writing beneme sought after as a means of real­ 
ising ideas. 
Geography, history and literature, make themselves distinctly 
felt. Constructive work and sloyd are prominent, and in some activities, par­ 
ticularly such as that of stam p collecting, tavolvtng the value of one kind of 
money aa compared to another, arithm etic Itself was fully represented. 
These, however, were never absolutely fated to be undertaken at a <-ortain 
time. They arose naturally out of the circumstance* with which they were 
connected. 
To Insure a g faster contlnuSy a history will be kept of their efforts in a 
class book. 
Future childish Investigators or seekers for some new activity 
may consult those rseords and find there how far their predecessors have 
gone and where they desire to follow them and where to deviate. 
It cannot be assumed that a larger opportunity for feeling themselves free 
creative causesda needed on! v af or children tai the lower grades 
It Is proba­ 
ble that such all opportunity Sould be even more advantageous In our high 
schools. Why 
It not possible that as a substitute for one of Hie four courses 
per year pupil* who desire lo do so should offer an effort of some kind 
either Individually or In gnAps which would have the highest educational 
value?
